Rhine cliff Span Leads Tr affic Decline 


POUGHKEEPSIE 
The Kingston-Rhinecliff Bridge led the 1974 decline in 
traffic over the five bridges spanning the Hudson River 
operated by the New York State Bridge Authority although 
December figures indicate something of a turnaround. 
Overall traffic was down by just under 3.1 per cent for a 
total of 22,403,700 but traffic on the Kingston Bridge was 
down 5.84 per cent to a total of 2,641,716. 
The Mid-Hudson Bridge showed the only increase, 1.8 per 
cent, for a total of 6,195,890 in calendar 1974. 
The Bear Mountain Bridge showed a decrease of 5.81 per 
cent while the Rip Van Winkle bridge was off by 3.9 per cent. 
The traffic and revenue leader Newburgh-Beacon Bridge 
showed a decrease of 3.1 in traffic but just under 2 per cent 
in revenue, indicating the decline was in passenger car 
traffic. 


The Bridge Authority blamed the fuel crisis which set in 
during December of 1973 and took hold during the early 
months of last year. Overall revenues were off by $185,968, 
giving the Authority receipts of $6,674,508 for 1974. 


The last month, however, proved encouraging although 
there were a number of mitigating factors such as the 
weather and the fact the first Sunday in the month was the 
last day of Thanksgiving holiday weekend. 


In fact, December, 1974 was the busiest December in the 
Authority’s history with $520,584 in revenues and 1,810,374 
vehicles crossings. 
The Newburgh-Beacon Bridge led the way with a 16.6 
increase with Kingston recording the lowest increase at 9.3. 
Comparisions are tempered by the fact that December, 
1973 was one of the worst in the Authority’s history.

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America n Fa rmers Are Urg ed to Org a nize

ACCORD 
The only way for the Ameri­ 
can farmer to survive gov­ 
ernmental indifference and 
consumer resentment is to 
achieve power and influence 
through organization, accord­ 
ing to Sister Thomas More 
Bertels, a nationally recog­ 
nized authority on agricultur­ 
al problems. 
Adressing the annual meet­ 
ing of the Eastern New York 
Horticultural Society at the 
Granit Hotel in Accord Wed­ 
nesday night, Sister Thomas 
More blamed many of the 
farmer’ s woes on the action 


and inaction of the federal 
government. But she also em­ 
phasized 
that 
the farmers 


themselves have done little to 
improve their plight. 
“ Producers have very little 


power where it counts: in the 
marketplace and in the politi­ 
cal 
arena, " 
she 
told 
the 


gathering Wednesday night, 
“ Power is the capacity to in­ 
fluence the actions or behav­ 
ior of others. You don’ t have 


that capacity. ” 
To obtain that power, and 


with it the ability to de­ 
termine in which direction 
America’ s agricultural in­ 
dustry heads in the coming 


years, Sister Thomas More 
urged the farmers to form a 
unified coalition with a com­ 
mon sense of purpose. “ There 
is little organization in the 
entire food 
and 
fiber in­ 
dustry,” she added, “ and 
food 
producers 
are 
weak 
because they are not in­ 
terested in creating power 
through cooperation." 
But she warned that inde­ 
pendent 
farmers and pro­ 
ducers will have to sacrifice 
some of their individuality for 
the sake of the organization. 
“ Individual enterprise," she 
commented, “ is not the way 
to go for the American farmer 
today.” 


A professor of history at 
Silver Lake College in Minne­ 
sota, Sister Thomas More 
suggested that the recent and 
much-publicized “ cattle 
kills” 
in 
Wisconsin 
could 
have been avoided had the 
cattlemen been a part of a 
strong and influential lobby­ 
ing group. She claimed that 
some of the cattlemen went to 
W ashington before the 
slaughtering 
incident, 
but 
were denied meetings with 
certain Congressmen. 
She also cited recent trends 
that have pushed many of 
America’s marginal farm op­ 
erations to the brink of ex­ 
tinction, blaming politicians.

Freeman Editorials 
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Ford's Eco Plan 


The knotty economic problems of 
today certainly defy any simplistic 
solutions. Paradoxically, the nation 
is suffering the ills of inflation and 
recession at the same time and the 
varied remedies of the economic 
experts point out that, at best, theo­ 
ries to deal with a faltering economy 
are those of an inexact science. 
President Forcfs State of the Un­ 
ion message, his first real attempt to 
deal with the nation’s No. 1 concern, 
relied 
heavily on 
the theory of 
pmping 
more 
money 
into 
the 
nation’s 
economy 
as 
a 
weapon 
against recession. Tax cuts for the 
poor and the lower middle class are 
now being urged by the President as 
weapons 
against 
the 
economic 
squeeze we all find ourselves in. He 
has proposed a 12 per cent rebate on 
1974 income taxes, plus tax breaks 
for industry and business. Also pro­ 
posed was a $16.5 billion dollar tax 
break in 1975 for those in the lower 
income range. 
The President must be applauded 
for at last showing some movement 
in this crucial fight, but the ultimate 


success 
of 
his 
program 
seems 
doubtful. The benificence of the 
federal government is to be under­ 
written by a $3 a barrel fee on 
imported oil, government experts 
figuring this oil tax will yield $30 
billion to the federal coffers. N atu­ 
rally, the oil producers will pass the 
levy on to the consumer, so the same 
old pattern remains. 
If the President hopes his measure 
will help conserve energy, he certain­ 
ly will be successful. Here in the 
Hudson Valley gasoline is selling for 
about 60 cen^ s a gallon while home 
heating oil costs approximately 38 
cents. The administration proposals 
will up the cost of gas by 7-10 cents, 
while fuel oil is raised about 3 cents. 
So it is the consumer who will 
eventually pay—and the word con­ 
sumer can generally be equated with 
the 
middle 
class. 
Perhaps 
the 
President’s program is a step in the 
right direction—only time will tell— 
but a curb on the excessive profits of 
Big Oil would have assuaged a little 
bit of the pain.

billion years ago— and has been 
exploding ever since. 
Now, that is an idea which cries

Inside Report 
Reporting on Israel

W A SH IN G TO N —A letter-writing cam paign now under­ 
way to editors of newspapers that publish our column, 
accusing us of distorted reporting on the Arab-Israeli 
struggle, is based on a wholly false report that we acknowl­ 
edge having an “ anti-Israel b ias.” In fact no such bias exists. 
Because this cam paign is national in scope, the grave 
indictm ent of our objectivity in analyzing the most em o­ 
tionally charged foreign policy issue faced by this country 
requires a direct response. So, for the first time in the 12 
years of writing our column, we are departing from usual 
format to answer the charge. 
The accusation stem s from a criticism of our column 
contained in the Dec. 18 issue of N ear E ast Report, a weekly 
publication of the Am erican-Israeli Public Affairs Com m it­ 
tee (APAC), the most effective propaganda arm of the 
American Jew ish com m unity. The non-profit publication is 
distributed to all mem bers of Congress and 30,(XX) other 
influential Americans. 
The Dec. 18 issue of Near E ast Report is based on an 
interview with us published in the journalism review, 
M O R E, containing the m isquotation that we acknowledged 
“ the colum n’s ‘anti-Israel’ view point.” In Near East Report, 
this comes out as our ackn ow ledging “ anti-Israel b ias.” 
Although N ear East Report never called to check the 
authenticity of the quote, the facts are different. Asked by 
M O R E’s interviewer about criticism of our Middle East 
reporting, we related the following incident involving Israeli 
Prime M inister Itzhak Rabin to illustrate the intensity of 
the criticism . 
Rabin regularly saw us during his tenure as am bassador 
to W ashington and was criticized for it by American Jew s 
who dislike what we have written. He told us, shortly before 
he returned to Israel in 1973, that when one Jew ish friend 
attacked us as “ anti-Sem itic” he contradicted the friend 
and said no, they are not anti-Sem itic, they are “ anti- 
Israel.” 
That was R abin’s judgm ent, but it is not, and never has 
been, “ acknowledged” by us. On the contrary, we strongly 
deny any anti-Israel bias and so told the author of the 
M O R E article. Yet, M O RE attributed the quotation not to 
Rabin but to us. 
The Dec. 18 issue of Near E ast Report m ade one other 
charge against us, equally without foundation, which is 
regularly mentioned in the letter-writing cam paign. We 


reported last Sept. 
18 that Israel’s m ilitary dem ands 
included $1 billion in “ urgent” im m ediate supplies; $1.5 
billion a year for the next five years in m ilitary credits and 
$2.5 billion in outright m ilitary purchases from the U .S. in 
each of the next five years. We quoted one high Pentagon 
official as calling “ totally ridiculous" such an arm s expen­ 
diture by a country with an annual gross national product 
of less than $10 billion. 
N ear East 
Report charged us with publishing “ an 
astonishing allegation” in citing Israel’s annual $4 billion 
arm s dem ands. Yet, there was no visible protest to the New 
York Tim es when, two weeks later, the Tim es reported that 
“ the total Israeli defense effort during (the next three years) 
would be about $4 billion a year.” The truth is that the $4 
billion figure is accurate. 
But if our colum n’s frequent criticism of Israeli policy 
(such as the $4 billion arm s request) is not based on anti- 
Israeli bias, what is its source? It has been our consistent 
thesis that U .S. policy in the Arab-Israeli struggle m ust be 
determ ined by A m erican interests, not those of Israel or of 
the Arab states surrounding it. 
Accordingly, our reporting on the M iddle E ast has always 
sought to disentangle real American interests from claim s 
and counterclaim s of both Israel and the A rabs—m aking us 
neither pro-Israel nor anti-Israel, neither pro-Arab nor anti- 
Arab. 


We have alw ays agreed with Henry K issinger’s thesis, 
stated at San Clem ente in the sum m er of 1971, that the U .S. 
never agreed to underwrite Israel’s conquests. Until those 
conquests by Israel’s sensationally successful m ilitary opera­ 
tions in 1967 are returned to the Arabs, we believe the large 
American m ilitary investm ents in Israel deserve scrutiny. 
I hat includes the closest study of their political im pact on 
the Arab world and W estern Europe. 
If Israel ever does return, more or less, to a negotiated 
version ol the pre-19 67 borders, we would support all efforts 
at air-tight American guarantees of the m ilitary security of 
Israel. Such an underwriting of the Jew ish national state is 
scarcely indicative of anti-Israel bias. B ut in truth, there has 
been very little movement back to the old borders in the 
seven years since 1967. The fact that we have criticized this 
m akes us neither “ anti-Israel” nor “ pro-Arab” —the facile 
charge so often levelled agailst those who displease Israel’s 
political friends in this country.

W A SH IN G TO N — While he m ay have been 
m istaken about som e things, there is a new 
appreciation of John M aynard K eynes’ dictum 
that 
“ the 
ideas 
of econom ists 
and 
political 
philosophers, both when they are right and when 
they are wrong, are more powerful than is com ­ 
monly understood. Indeed the world is ruled by 
little else. Practical men, who believe them selves 
to be quite exempt from any intellectual in­ 
fluences, are usually the slave of some defunct 
econom ist.” So we shouldn’t be disappointed that 
our leading people are slow to give up ideas that 
are rapidly proving to be fallacious. 


A few, 
like H arvard’s W assily Leontif, are 
quoted as saying, “ Policy today is completely at 
a dead en d,” but more are like his colleague, 
professor Otto Eckstein, who seem s to prefer to 
hold on to the past and hope for the best. “ We 
either work our way out of this m ess in 1975 or we 
are in real trouble,” says Eckstein, who has great 
influence in W ashington. “ If policy does not meet 
the challenge next year, we’ll have to change the 
economic system " (New York T im es, Dec. 29 ). 
Before we do that, however, we’re going to have 
to change our understanding of the system . That 
understanding is presently based on the proposi­ 
tion that we are operating in a free-market

economy, and, therefore, when things go bad, all 
we need do is restore the market to health. 
To persuade yourself that this is indeed a free- 
market system you need to turn your brain into 
a pretzel. I hat is what academ ic econom ists have 
done, argues Richard Goodwin in The New Yorker 
m agazine (Jan . 6). He com pares the intellectual 
contortions of conventional econom ists and their 
faith in the existence of the market system to the 
1 tolem aii explanation ol how our solar svstem 
works. 


To account for the fact that some stars seefmed 
to change speed and others to reverse direction, 
“ astronom ers constructed a model of the universe 
in which stars and planets moved around each 
other while moving around the earth: circles 
within circles within circles; cycles and epicycles 
all rotating in one grand design,” writes 
Goodwin. 


Goodwin writes that what we are really doing is 
moving rapidly toward a state capitalism “ in 
which the people as taxpayers are compelled to 
support these private industries they did not, or 
could not, support as consumers . . . (hence) our 
most im portant economic institutions . . . have 
been able to break free of the m arket itself, and 
constitute them selves as private economy . . .” As 
Goodwin points out, there is no sense in buttress-

ing the market system if m ajor chunks of our 
economy have excluded them selves from it. And 
yet that is the thrust of much of our present 
policym aking. 
M ost of us, of course, have been reared to regard 
a free-market economy more as an attribute of 
virtue than as an instrum ent of great utility. 
W hatever m arkets may do for the soul, they’re also 
the only m echanism we have for establishing 
prices, and it is through prices that we can 
determ ine costs. 
As we withdraw great chunks of our own econo­ 
my from the m arket and therefore from the price 
and cost system , we begin to encounter the sam e 
difficulties the Russians have. How do we respirate 
an adm inistered price industry like autom obiles 
without paying more than we should? Or, as 
Goodwin asks, how do we judge the efficiency of 
a corporation like A T& T? 
T o rescue us from the current slum p there are 
all sorts of proposals on the table for allocating 
money, but can we know what we are doing when 
we can ’t m easure the resources we’re allocating to 
price-less “ private econom ies” ? Increasingly we 
are without the m eans to reach our own economic 
goals, so that Goodwin is correct in warning us that 
we m ay finish not by allocating abundance, but by 
rationing scarcity.

The theme of the national 
campaign

campaign is designed to en­ 
courage in dividu als, com ­

private em ­ 
ployers to initiate or substan­ 
tially expand carpool 
pro­ 
grams at the local and re­ 
gional level. 
The national objective is to 
increase the commuter oc­ 
cupancy of automobiles from 
1 .4 to two persons per car. 
This would remove 1 5 million 
cars from the highways dur­ 
ing rush hours and will con­ 
serve energy at the rate of five

As for National Hockey Leagu e president Clarence 
Campbell, th e .Jan. 4 incident du ring Boston’s 8 -0 triu mph 
ov er Minnesota was “one of th e most v iciou s...I h av e ev er 
been called on to deal with .” 
Forbes, already u nder a felony assau lt indictment in 
Minnesota, was su spended by Campbell Wednesday for th e 
Bru ins’ nex t 10 games inclu ding a Feb. 6 contest between 
Boston and Minnesota, th eir final meeting. 
Bru ins General Manager Harry Sinden said Forbes’ 
su spension was “totally ou t of line with precedents set by 
Mr. Campbell as president. I don’t th ink h e sh ou ld h av e 
been su spended at all.” 
Teammate Ken Hodge said “I th ink th e 10 day s (games) 
is totally u nfair. It makes it look worse th an it was and adds 
fu el to th e fire. It’s certainly not going to h elp h is case.” 
Forbes refu sed to make any comment to newsmen, bu t in 
h is h earing before Campbell h e said th at since th e incident 
h e h as been asking h imself “wh at wou ld make me do su ch 
a th ing?” 
“ I don't h av e an answer for th at,” Forbes said. 
In h is written ju dgment, Campbell said .th at in h is 
h earings “th e testimony of th e witnesses, inclu ding Forbes, 
prov ides no clu es as to wh y Forbes reacted so v iolently .” 
“In fact, no ju stification or ex cu se was offered by Forbes 
h imself ex cept th e h u miliation and u nfairness wh ich re­ 
su lted from h is being knocked down in h is original figh t with 
Bou ch a,” Campbell said. 
For th eir first period figh t, both Bou ch a and Forbes were 
assessed minors and majors by referee Ron Wicks and wh ile 
th ey were serv ing th e penalties Forbes told Bou ch a th at h e 
wou ld “sh ov e h is stick down h is th roat,” Campbell’s 
statement said. 
Forbes also testified th at in th e penalty box h e was 
th inking “h ow to get back at Bou ch a.” He said wh en th e 
penalties ex pired and th ey left th e box h e went after Bou ch a 
and told h im “OK, let’s go now.” 
Campbell said Bou ch a eith er did not h ear th e ch allenge 
or ch ose to ignore it and wh en Forbes neared Bou ch a h e 
th rew a righ t h and pu nch at th e North Stars winger. Th e 
bu tt end of Forbes’ stick cau gh t Bou ch a near th e righ t ey e. 
Forbes said th at after striking Bou ch a, h e immediately 
dropped h is stick and glov es and pou nced on h im, pu mmell­ 
ing h is h ead. He said it was not u ntil after h e was pu lled 
away h e realized Bou ch a was inju red. 
Bou ch a testified in th e h earing th at wh en h e left th e 
penalty box h e was “appreh ensiv e" th at Forbes migh t try 
to assau lt h im and h e kept looking back th inking Forbes 
migh t try to start a figh t.

ARLINGTON, Tex . (UPI) — Working on the thesis that 
they might as well leav e well enou gh alone, the NCAA 
Wed nesd ay left the football play ing ru les v irtu ally intact 
for the 197 5 season. 
Only six minor alterations were m ad e by the NCAA 
football ru les committee, the most spectacu lar of which was 
one that might make the tearaway jersey obselete. 
“ From reports we hav e had all across the cou ntry ,” said 
immed iate past ru les chairman John Wald orf, “ from 
coaches, play ers and fans, we believ e that we hav e the finest 
game of football we hav e ev er had . 
“One of the primary concerns of the ru les committee is 
inju ry to play ers and last y ear we had the third fewest 
d eaths attribu ted to football (a max imu m of 11 in both 
college anrl high school) that we hav e ev er had . 
“There was not one d eath attribu ted to heat prostration 
from football.” 
The ru le concerning jersey s makes it mand atory for a 
play er to change his jersey when it become so torn that 
either the shou ld er pad s are ex posed or the nu mber on the 
u niform is u nread able. 
“ (41 cou rse if a play er is to stay in the game he mu st be 
able to change the jersey within 25 second s,” said Wald orl, 
su perintend ent of Big Eight Conference officials, "or his 
team mu st take a time ou t. I think this will likely limit the 
u se of tearaway jersey s.” 
The ru le was implemented becau se when a shou ld er pad 
is ex |M>sed it is |>ossible for a portion of the pad to penetrate 
between the bars of a face mask and cau se inju ry to a 
tackier. 
Other ru le changes inclu d ed : 
The ex tension of the team bench area from between the 
35 y ard lines to the 30 y ard lines. This, also, was aimed 
at lessening the chance of inju ry when a play carries off the 
field into fne bench area. 
—Giv ing the referee the power to su s|K*nd a game becau se

of sev ere weather or d istu rbance withou t first checking with 
the opposing coaches. 
—Taking a time ou t away from a team if a play er on that 
team is ((etected not u sing his mou thpiece d u ring play . II 
a team is alread y ou t of time ou ts a fiv e-y ard penalty 
wou ald be assessed . 
—Changing the spot from where a penalty is marked oil 
for a fou l committed on a pu nt, field goal attem pt or kickoll 
while the ball is not in the possession of either team. The 
penalty will not be marked off from the spot where the plav 
began rather than where the infraction occu rred . 
—Create a u niform football for u se in all NCAA games, 
one that will be natu ral tan in color and will hav e two one- 
inch stripes at either end . 
“ I wou ld say this was the mild est meeting we hav e had 
in the 10 y ears I hav e been on the committee.” said 
Wald orf. “We think we hav e a great game as it is.” 
More spectacu lar ru les changes that had been proposed 
for d iscu ssion this week inclu d ed mov ing the kickoff from 
the 40 to the 35 and creation of a su d d en d eath |>eriod lor 
tie games. Bu t neither ru le change came close to ad option. 
“ As far as the su d d en d eath goes,” said committee 
secretary Dav e Nelson, athletic d irector at Delaware, “ there 
were only 17 ties in major college football ou t of 7 48 games 
J a s t season. 
“That wou ld be making a ru le that wou ld affect only a 
small percentage of the sched u le. 
“ And we hav e also fou nd that the place kickers in college 
football hav e not reached the proficiency of professional 
kickers. When we find that all of the college kickers are 
kicking the ball into the end zone and it is being d owned , 
then we might change the ru le.”

be snowing, fish remain more predictable during the winter 
months than at any other time of the year. 
There also is less equipment for the novice angler to 
master to pursue the art of ice fishing. And there are no 
boats to rent and no water skiers buzzing a decent fishing 
hole. Crowds on the ice, in fact, are telltale signs of where 
the novice should try his luck. 
Ice fishing usually is limited to two techniques—tip-ups 
and jigging - although spear-fishing is growing in some 
parts of the country. Most fishing is done near the bottom 
where fish hang out in the winter. 
Generally, tip-ups are used for larger fish and jigging for 
smaller fish but tip-ups can readily be adapted to panfish 
andHome experts will only use the jigging method for large 
fish. 


To help the beginner, tip-ups generally will be used for 
/fish such as walleyes, northern pike, pickerel and trout. 
Jigging generally is used 
pursuit of bluegills, crappies, 
perch and other schooling fish. 
A tip-up involves the use of three strips of wood about 18 
inches long. One piece of wood hold,s the spwl and line and 
the other two pieces serve as cross pieces that span the ice 
hole in the form of an "x". The upright piece of wood (one 
with spool) also holds a flag that acts as a signalling device. 
The flag usually is on the end of a piece of spring steel. 
When the hook has been baited and the line lowered to the 
proper depth, the flag is set by hooking it to a trigger 
mechanism. When a fish takes the bait, it releases the 
trigger mechaism and the flag pops up, signalling a fish is 
on. 


The reel on the tip-up is simply a revolving spool. The 
spool is positioned under water at the bottom of the upright 
piece of wood. The reason for submerging the reel is to keep 
the line from freezing. However, some tip-ups, es|>ecially 
those designed for small fish, have the reel above the ice so 
they can be adjusted to the strike of the fish. Novice anglers 
should be aware that the line on the tip-up with the reel 
above the ice will freeze once it is wet. The jigging technique 
involves the use of a rod and light line. ’1 he ice fishing rod 
is a simple affair and can easily be made or purchased 
complete with hook and bohber for a modest price. 
The jigging rod is about 18 inches long and either has a 
simple reel at the base or two u-shaped notches where the 
line is attached.

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Dean Believes Time May Vindicate Nixon 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
Now that Richard Nixon is 
out of the White House and 
his nemesis John Dean is out 
of jail, Dean says he would 
like to see the former presi­ 
dent because "we would have 
so much to talk about," 


Hut Dean made clear he 
isn’t expecting an invitation 
to San Clemente. 
Dean, who played a major 
role in Nixon’s downfall, said 
Wednesday that Nixon has 
suffered enough, and time 


may vindicate his presidency, 
balancing Watergate against 
"strokes of greatness" in his 
foreign policy 
especially if 
Nixon makes a clean breast of 
Watergate. 
"There is good and evil in 
all men," Dean told his first 
general news conference since 
his Watergate sentence was 
commuted and he was re­ 
leased from jail. 
"1 would like very much to 
talk to the former president,” 
Dean said. "We would have 


so much to talk about, it 
would take hours and hours." 
He quickly added: "Hut 
whether he wants to see me is 
a big question in my mind." 


Standing 
with 
his 
wife 
Maureen on the patio of their 
»$130,000 mountain ridge 
home, Dean told newsmen he 
holds no bitterness against 
Nixon. * 
"1 am of the school which 
thinks that Mr. Nixon has 
suffered a great deal," he 


said. "1 don’t think anyone in 
this country wants to see 
Richard Nixon in jail. He has 
been punished enough." 


In time, Nixon "may he 
vindicated, in a way," Dean 
said, because of "the good 
things that happened" in his 
administration. 


“ No one has said the man 
didn’t have a stroke of great­ 
ness in many of the moves he 
made," especially in foreign 
policy, he said. 


Dean said there may he 
more to be learned alxiul Wa­ 
tergate but "1 don’t think 
there will he any enormous 
bombs" still to come. 
Nixon’s image in history 
will depend on "how he han­ 
dles himself when he ad­ 
dresses the question of Water­ 
gate," Dean said. 
"I think Mr. Nixon obvious­ 
ly can fill in some gaps, and 


hopefully he will...He is the 
only one who knows of the 
moves he made, his own feel­ 
ings, his motives." 


"It is up to Nixon to make 
a full, public statement on 
Watergate, Dean said, hut 
"to date it isn’t something he 
wants to do, or it is something 
he is not capable of doing," 
Dean said. 
"I don’t know why." 


Hays, Patman Lose Chairmanships

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Congress shows no sign of 
changing its position in favor 
of increased emigration of 
Russian Jews, despite admin­ 
istration statements that this 
was what prompted the Sovi­ 
et Union to reject the 1972 
trade agreement. 
The reason for the rejection 
is still confusing. There were 
indications it may indicate a 
shift in Kremlin thinking. 
Some members of Congress 
feel a restriction of Export- 
Import bank credits was more 
significant than the emigra­ 
tion question. 
The 
agreement 
is 
con­ 
sidered a cornerstone of de­ 
tente because a major Soviet 
goal was access to American 
technology and markets. 
Congress felt the Russians 
should pay for that achieve­ 
ment by allowing more Rus­ 
sian 
dissidents, 
especially 
Jews, to leave the country 
and go to Israel. 
The 
administration 
kept 
pushing for just the trade 
agreement, which would have 
given the Soviet Union 
mostfavored-nation ^tatus, 
the same accorded to the 
Western nations. Congress, 
led by Sen. Henry M. Jack­ 
son, 
D-Wash., 
and 
Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik. DOhio, 
held out. 
Finally, an agreement was 
reached, which allowed in­ 
creased emigration and Presi­ 
dent Ford finally signed the 
agreement on Jan. 3. 
When Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger an­ 
nounced the rejection of the 
agreement on Wednesday, he 
said the Russians feel the law 
violates "the principle of non­ 
interference in domestic af­ 
fairs.” 
In his State of the Union 
speech, 
Ford added a 
statement 
that 
underlined 
Kissinger’s criticism. "If our 
foreign policy is to be suc­ 
cessful,” he said, "we cannot 
restrict in legislation the abil­ 
ity of the President to act. 
The leaders of the con- 


gressional fight for freer emi­ 
gration — Jackson. Vanik, 
Sens. Abraham Ribicoff, D- 
Conn., and Jacob Javits, R- 
N.Y. 
— 
expressed 
disap­ 
pointment that the agree­ 
ment had fallen through, but 
gave no indication they would 
change 
their 
minds. 
The 
amendment had passed 319- 
80 in the House and had been 
sponsored by over twothirds 
of the Senate. 
"W e in the Congress re­ 
main committed to the view 
that a broadening of trade 
relations must 
be accom­ 
panied by progress in the area 
of human rights,” they said in 
a joint statement. 
In 
London, 
UPI's 
K.C. 
Thaler reported that the re­ 
jectio n surprised both 
Western and Communist 
d i p l o m a t s . 
W e s t e r n 
diplomats 
in 
Moscow, 
he 
said, have detected signs that 
Kremlin policy toward the 
United States has hardened. 
They were unable to de­ 
termine whether it was based 
on a change in Communist 
p arty leader Leonid I . 
Hrezhnev’s mind, or the com­ 
ing to power of a new faction 
in the Soviet government.

Thompson of New Jersey as 
chairman of Administration 
and Henry Reuss of Wiscon­ 
sin for Hanking could keep 
the hopes of Hays and Pat­ 
man alive. 
The vote of 13-11 to deny 
Hays the nomination for the 
committee he has headed for 
the 
past 
four years took 


Speaker Carl Albert, chair­ 
man of the steering commit­ 
tee, and the rest of the leader­ 
ship by surprise. 
Patman. dean of the House 
with 46 years, 10 of them as 
Hanking Committee chair­ 
man, went down 13-11 on the 
first ballot. 
Hays 
and ' Patman 
im­ 
mediately launched tele­ 


phone and letter writing cam­ 
paigns to fellow Democrats 
urging rejection of Thompson 
and Reuss in the caucus. 
Thompson sent out his own 
"dear colleague" letter stat­ 
ing he would accept the chair­ 
manship and asking caucus 
support. 
Reuss, assuming like all 
other members that the steer­ 
ing committee would nomi­ 
nate Patm an, announced 
Tuesday he would be a can­ 
didate if the caucus voted 
down Patman.

Officials said Simon felt 
fighting inflation was more 
important than combatting 
recession —so he kept 
pushing for a balanced 
budget in the councils of the 
Ford administration. 
He lost. 
On Monday, President 
Ford said: “ We must shift our 
emphasis from inflation to 
recession.” He acknowledged 
then, and again Wednesday 
in his State of the Union 
speech, that the budget faces 
cavernous 
deficits 
—about 


$30 billion this year and pro­ 
bably $40 billion in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1976. 


Simon is forceful, direct 
and often makes his views 
public. That’s what made 
him a million dollars as a 
bond trader on Wall Street. 
But his proposals such as 
increasing taxes and cutting 
spending in such emotional 
areas as social security and 
food stamps, are not political­ 
ly acceptable. Ford must get 
along with a heavily Demo­ 
cratic, Congress which has 
placed even more emphasis 
on fighting recession than he 
has. 


On Tuesday, columnist 
Joseph Kraf t reported: 
"Abundant signs announce 
that William Simon is on his 
way out as secretary of the 
Treasury.” A similar com­ 
ment appeared over the week­ 
end in the column of Rowland 
Evans and Robert Novak.
